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Editor’s Note. This is a good general introductory article. It will em- 
phasize for the small high school what is too often neglected; namely, the 
school library. It will suggest, too, that in the larger high school, the 
working relation between librarian and classroom teacher is not always 
as co-ordinated as it should be. The article was prepared as an address at 
a library conference held in Spokane, Wash., last fall. 


chief essential the library the Catholic 

high school trained librarian, one who devotes 

her entire time this work. Her abilities should 
include adequate knowledge library procedure, 
deep, discriminating love books, and above all, the 
personality that makes pupils enthusiastic about library 
assignments. She must have not only the personality that 
allures brighter worlds but also the culture that leads 
the way thither. She must have infinite patience and 
resourcefulness dealing with her reading public and 
the tact and generosity that will enable her work 
harmoniously with the other members the faculty. 
That this not easy task obvious, but the religious 
librarian has the aid supernatural motives and rewards 
incite her approximate nearly may the 
ideal. The consideration the immense field possibil- 
ities that hers for the formation character will arouse 
her best energies. How frequently has happened that 
wisely selected book placed the hands pupil has 
proved turning point his her life. 

The librarian will well study the attitude 
librarians public libraries; many cases will prove 
revelation courtesy and eagerness service, 
from which the religious librarian may well draw lessons. 

smaller Catholic high schools not always 
possible have full-time librarian. The next best sub- 
stitute the part-time teacher literature, who has 
had adequate training accredited library school, 
but she should have pupil other assistance for the 
routine labor. Such teacher danger being over- 
taxed and consequently lacking the serenity disposi- 
tion that necessary for the right library atmosphere; 
she has, however, the advantage knowing the class- 
room teachers’ difficulties and will co-operate with them 
all the more willingly. 

would possible write this entire paper the 
qualifications the Catholic librarian, her needs for 
professional growth, her -means securing this growth 
and her opportunities throw open windows the souls 
her pupils. However, with the stocking the 
library that this paper chiefly concerned. secure 
well-balanced library each the following classes 
books must have adequate representation: books, 
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religion, poetry, biography, essay history, fiction, science, 
and fine arts. Fortunately the making lists well 
the making books, there end. Indeed, these 
lists are likely their very comprehensiveness prove 
bewildering. best, therefore, acquire working 
nucleus each the departments before mentioned, 
which discriminating additions may made year after 
year. 


Tool Books and Reference Works 


matter how small the library, certain books 
are indispensable. These include Webster’s New 
national Dictionary (our library has Funk and Wag- 
nall’s New Standard adjoining classroom where 
may used for purposes comparison). The Catholic 
Encyclopedia and its offspring, the New Catholic Diction- 
ary, will among the first purchases. For general 
encyclopedia have found that the Americana gives the 
most comprehensive treatment subjects. Then there 
the New International, The Britannica (bigoted its 
treatment certain Catholic subjects), and Nelson’s 
Looseleaf, which less durable than the others. good 
atlas, such the Rand McNally World real 
necessity, matter how small the library. And certainly 
the same true the Readers’ Guide Periodical 
Literature, without which up-to-date material practi- 
cally locked the pupil. The Catholic Periodical Index 
performs the same function for Catholic periodicals. One 
wonders how many our educators are alive the 
significance and value this most praiseworthy under- 
taking begun 1930. For information about public 
people our own time there are: Who’s Who, Who’s 
Who America, and Authors Yesterday and Today, 
the latter containing brief attractive biographies 
modern writers. highly desirable volume the Oxford 
Companion English Literature, newly published 
the Oxford University Press (price, $4.50) which 
contains concise alphabetical arrangement literary 
allusion. The World Almanac would necessity in- 
cluded any list minimum essentials and, oppor- 
tunity offers, the best special reference books should 
added. 

books proper the librarian might profitably make 
spiritual retreat few days taking for companions 
checking pencil and some such group books the 
following: Adventures Reading, suggestive shopping 
list that the same time delightfully readable series 
book chats May Lamberton Becker; The Cath- 
olic Library World, issued the National Catholic 
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Educational Association; What Can Literature for 
Me, Alphonso Smith; The Man Behind the Book, 
Henry Van Dyke; Beauty Letters, Kathleen 
Norris; The Catholic Church and Current Literature, 
George Shuster, especially the two chapters, Index 
Forbidden Books” and “The Contemporary Renais- 
sance.” Two pamphlets invaluable for our present purpose 
are: Library Books for the High School, published 
the Archdiocese Dubuque, and Books for Home Read- 
ing, compiled the National Council Teachers 
English, Chicago. When the librarian emerges from 
retreat she will have working list titles for her 
shelves, classified under religion, poetry, drama, biog- 
raphy, essay, history, science, fiction. Such list should 
hand with the indispensable books starred, that 
when opportunity comes her way she may spend every 
penny the best advantage. This list should checked, 
first all, with the faculty her school, whose needs 
and preferences should receive special consideration. 


Books Religion 


The religion section should just attractive 
humanly possible our Catholic boys and girls. For 
some reason, perhaps through mistaken motives econ- 
omy, books religion have too often been clothed 
unattractive garb. pleasant exception Father Dun- 
ney’s The Mass, whose cover, delightful the eye and 
the touch, invites further investigation. Besides the 
reference books mentioned earlier, such standard com- 
mentaries the Holy Scriptures, Rev. 
Francis Gigot; Practical Handbook for the Study the 
Bible, including individual studies the sacred books, 
Dr. Michael Seisenberger; Outlines Bible Knowl- 
edge, Archbishop Messmer; Practical Commentary 
Holy Scripture, Bishop Knecht, and the 
the Bible, Father Laux, will continual demand 
among the more advanced students. adequate number 
copies Holy Scripture should the most accessible 
volumes the library. The book reviews our standard 
Catholic publications will call attention new works 
the Liturgy, too long almost blank section the 
religion-shelf space. Such works The Mass Liturgy, 
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Boeser, and Holy Mass, 1932 Benziger publication, are 
helping remedy this condition. 

Another gap long standing now being filled that 
attractive and authentic lives the saints. few 
among many are: Saints and Festivals, Mother Mary 
Salome; The Silver Legend, Taylor; Saints Fire- 
light, Barclay class that has studied will 
charmed with the story Malcolm’s wife, Saint 
Margaret Scotland, this collection); Bible Studies, 
Mullany; Twelve, Mueller; and the 
colloquial Post the Apostles, Helen Homan 
Walker. Our children, big and little, are regrettably 
ignorant concerning their princely brothers the Royal 
Court Heaven, the Angels. There are five timely 
volumes that help remedy this condition: The Holy 
Angels, Father S.J.; The Angel World, Father 
Blackmore, S.J.; and Angels Good and Bad, Father 
Houck, The Spirit World About Us, Father Husslein, 
S.J., and Presenting the Angels, Sister Paula, 
S.N.D. These books should special demand for 
October assignments religion classes. 


Books Poetry 


For poetry one cannot better than shop from the 
excellent list the Dubuque pamphlet, which includes, 
besides the standard poets, the splendid Catholic contri- 
bution, and, first all, Francis Thompson’s works. The 
complete three-volume edition published Burns, Oates 
and Washbourne, desirable. Happy Ending, our own 
Louise Imogen Guiney’s volume poems selected 
herself, and the poems Chesterton, Lionel Johnson, 
the Kilmers, Alice Meynell, and Father Tabb should 
starred for early buying. Coventry Patmore’s poetry is, 
general, beyond the grasp high-school minds except 
few his exquisite lyrics which may found the 
recent Catholic anthologies. And these every library 
should acquire the first opportunity: The Catholic 
Anthology, Thomas Walsh, which culls the flowers 
all lands and all ages, and has section Catholic 
poems non-Catholics; Modern Catholic Verse, 
Theodore Maynard; Anthology Catholic Poets, 
Shane Leslie; Dreams and Images, Joyce Kilmer. The

safe general statement that the weakest section 
our libraries the biography division; and yet 
other department literature has provided such wealth 
material the past two decades. need stock 
many more well-written and appealing lives the great, 
and since the truly great are God’s heroes, need, above 
all, well-written lives the saints. The teachers both, 
religion and literature, have here valuable aids for 
the sturdy building character and for teaching sound 
philosophy life. Here found the corrective for the 
distorted views life and for the literature futility 
can called literature the chief output 
our printing presses today. these biographies 
find high aspirations, self-sacrifice, suffering gallantly 
borne that transmuted into glory. concrete example 
the Heroic Life St. Vincent Paul, Henri 
Lavedan.

For good general list biography see Becker’s

his complete inability understand spiritual values 
his treatment all four characters that comprise his 
volume, and notably Cardinal Manning. this list 
should added such inspirational volumes Alice 
Meynell, Viola Meynell; Francis Thompson, 
Everard Meynell; Mother Alphonsa, Walsh; God’s 
Jester, Norman; Emily Dickinson, Bianchi;

Observations Fiction 


The lists given above suggest the best volumes 
essays for high-school reading and also give the stand- 
ard lists fiction.

The fine arts suggest among many others the follow- 
ing: Constance Morse’s Music and Music Makers, which 
gives the history music from the earliest times the 
present day; Alice Orchestralia, Ernest Prade; 
the operas First Aid the Opera Goer, 
Mary Fitch Watkins; Art Through the Ages, 
Helen Gardner; People and Music, McGehee, Pictures 
Every Child Should Know; The Raphael Book, Roy 
Fraprie; The Riverside Art Series, Estelle Hurll.

and any suggested list danger finding itself soon 
outmoded. 


The Science Section 

the science section, likewise, range and quality 
material are gratifying. The selection references will 
depend the sciences that are stressed the individual 
school.

books, and indeed there are few titles the Roman 
Index that pupils would ordinarily care read. But the 
librarian correctly assumes that the duty Cath- 
olic teachers both religion and literature train 
pupils their own censors.

Mechanical Features

Even 
these subjects, teachers are not able analyze the in- 
effectiveness cuts, and important that committees 
working the approval textbooks should have dis- 
interested professional advice. Perhaps word might 
said here that would have said somewhere under 
later heading, and that is: One finds Catholic reli- 
gious textbooks tendency make the illustrations 
the textbooks purely ornamental and decorative rather 
than informative, instructive, and reinforcing for the 
particular lesson. Sometimes pictures apparently have 
justification except break the monotony the pages 
type. The organization the page may viewed 
exactly matter display. the important ideas 
catch your eye? Are there appropriate paragraph head- 
ings? the headings indicate the relationship between 
paragraph and the development the subject? course, 
textbook the final point considerable impor- 
tance, the make-up the book, determined its 
attractiveness, its durability, and the quality the paper. 


Pedagogical Features 


Under the second heading are included the whole prob- 
lem, not only the actual literary merit the style, 
but the appropriateness the vocabulary, the content 
and method attack, for the students for whom the 
book intended. One notes with considerable interest 
the extent which the books are advertised conform- 
ing the Thorndike list. should remembered par- 
ticularly, however, that many words which should 
the Catholic child’s vocabulary the respective ages 
the Thorndike list, are not found that list. view 
the intimacy the religious experience the child 
vocabulary possible him which not generally 
available Protestants greater years. Catholic 
vocabulary therefore would have especially con- 
structed for the Catholic textbooks. 

The pedagogical organization lessons centers first 
about the aim. there definite and attainable aim? 
clearly and simply stated the text the teach- 
ers’ manual? the material organized and subordi- 
nated that the aim evident throughout, and the 
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conclusion the lesson, the aim definitely clinched 
and consummated? This emphasis definite aim 
often violated both the strueture the lesson the 
text, and the manual too. The organization many 
curriculums religion make such definite organizations 
about aim unlikely. 

There should be, the religion series well done, 
definite provision for controlling the study and for in- 
suring the functioning the instruction. This will in- 
clude such factors assignment, guided study, references 
for the checking homework, well use illustra- 
tions, charts, maps, and pictures for purpose clarifica- 
tion ideas. will also include provision for motivation, 
for drill, and for application ideas. 

will provide also for the enrichment the instruc- 
tion uses poetry, hymns, religious practices, appli- 
cations life, masterpieces art, music, and activities 
reinforcing the main instruction. 


Teaching Helps 
The preceding pedagogical organization can made 
effective only proper teaching helps practical aids 
are provided for the generality teachers. The major 
factor here well-conceived and well-executed teacher’s 
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manual. This must not afterthought but integral 
part the program. will include valuable supplemen- 
tary references for the teacher, wealth suggestions 
for the teacher, and specific teaching aids and outlines. 

The teaching helps provided should not only provide 
for the individual lesson, but for the work the grade 
whole, and even for the relationship all the books 
the series. Under this heading will included supple- 
mentary teaching material and aids more general 
nature, and providing for correlation with other sub- 
jects. give the teacher perspective the whole 
course, the curriculum for all grades should 
hands each teacher that she can see what she 
building on, and lay the foundations for what come. 

The final heading considered here the content 
the books. This considers the problem twofold 
relationship: the relationship the child the one 
hand, and the other, the relationship the general 
and specific educational objectives. This factor, is, 
course, decisive. matter how admirable all the rest is, 
unless the material suited the child and calculated 
achieve the educational objectives, must rejected. 
course the significance other headings dependent 
this one. 


The Textbook 


Course Study Paul Bacon 


agree; namely, that schools exist, not for the profit 
the publishers, not for the glorification the 
pedagogues, but for the education the children. 

purpose point out that there common 
ground understanding which may arrive the 
exercise little practical common sense. refer what 
some might call the integration the textbook and the 
course study. course study mean, not the pro- 
gram studies, but the detailed outline given sub- 
ject guide teacher and pupil. textbook mean 
book designed for classroom use, carefully prepared 
experts the field and equipped with the usual teach- 
ing devices, such pictures, maps, charts, tables, ques- 
tions, tests, and complete Teachers’ Manual stating 
objectives, methods, and technique, and giving every 
possible aid that might service even the most 
inexperienced teachers, including answers all the ques- 
tions and problems the textbook. 

Someone has truly said that there are more brains 
connected with education than there are problems 
solve, and that, therefore, educationists often set them- 
selves solve problems that not exist. Out this 
condition probably come what are called “fads.” Out 
certainly comes the superfluity courses study. 

Last year the N.E.A. meeting Cleveland 
heard from one interesting speaker that 35,000 courses 
study had been collected Columbia Teachers 
College. Another speaker showed the great difficulty 
finding textbooks meet these various courses. avoid 
the confusion and maladjustment emphasized these 
two speakers, proposal that the textbook should 
the course study. 

There nothing radical this suggestion. Most text- 
books today are the result careful, scholarly study 
practical teachers who have thus embodied concrete, 


begin with postulate which can all 


teachable form the principles that seem them make 
the ideal curriculum. Thus the textbook kind 
standardized test the course study. The result 
winnowing and refining over long period time. Will 
anyone claim that much testing and experience into 
the average course study? Furthermore, the textbook 
before the entire public the United States for every- 
one criticize, and constantly improved such 
criticism. The course study the other hand local. 
Few teachers see it, compared with the large number that 
see standard textbook, and even those few usually 
hesitate criticize for fear offending the local 
authorities. 

The textbook the heir all the ages. Homer wrote 
the first one, and his works largely memorized the 
ancient Greeks were the foundation education 
which produced quality intellectual culture never 
since equaled. The sanest precepts pedagogy, now all 
too frequently concealed efflorescence poly- 
syllabic verbiage, were simple proverbs the Attic 
youth. “Not too much anything,” “not quantity but 
quality,” “know thyself,” are mottoes representing the 
Greek ideals, without which there can enrichment 
education. They are applied every successful text- 
book, but are lacking many courses study. 

every golden age, whether Pericles, Augustus, 
the troubadors and Mennesanger, Elizabeth, the 
cultural life has sprung from, and rested upon, books 


‘their equivalent. The geometry Pythagoras and Euclid, 


the history Thucydides, and Livy, the grammar 
Quintilian, etc., were the textbooks their times and 
all contributed the sum total knowledge represented 
the textbook today. 

During all these times the textbook what was 
its equivalent bore the bulk the burden learning. 
And today. This statement made, not the 
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boast publisher, but compliment the teacher. 
defense the textbook, far from being slight upon 
the teacher, rather eulogy the teaching profession, 
for usually the best teachers who are selected for 
the difficult task authorship. Thus attack upon text- 
books and their use direct attack upon the most 
successful representatives the pedagogic profession, 
since the textbook the crystallization the best 
thought and experience outstanding teachers. 

the teacher who makes the textbook. The pub- 
lisher helps, but the teacher furnishes the practical exper- 
ience. the teacher contributes most pedagogically 
the textbook, profits most from it, not only practi- 
cally the classroom, but also financially. this mean 
that publishers pay authors royalties more than they 
take out the business profits, and pay them whether 
there profit not. 

This idea integrating text and course has proved 
most workable. Within the past two years the states 
New York, Minnesota, and Montana have outlined new 
courses study for the upper grammar grades, all 
which are met existing textbooks. the Oregon Edu- 
cation Journal for February, 1935, occurs the following 
statement: “Under the direction Superintendent Lynn 
Parr Marshfield committee now work prepar- 
ing course study health education for the elemen- 
tary and high schools the state based the recently 
adopted textbooks.” Indeed, every really successful state 
syllabus either follows textbook that already exists 
results the immediate production new one. 

One glance large classes and long curricula shows the 
utter futility providing Mark Hopkins for every 
pupil. Yet what else can approach that ideal except the 
textbook? Certainly better medium has yet been found 
means, compatible with the dictates economy, can 
efficient collation and attractive display teaching 
materials made. other means can the diversities 
teaching ability and experience school system 
stabilized. 

American education would benefit materially the 
Schools Education could persuaded train their 
students select suitable textbooks their courses 
study, instead encouraging them celebrate their 
initiation into new positions issuing the expense 
the community theoretical courses impossible embodi- 
ment the only practical medium instruction the 
textbook. 

For too long has been the fashion certain educa- 
tional circles look down upon the textbook, criticize 
its use the chief medium instruction, pretend 
that such use hampers the enrichment the course. 
proof this, certain educationists would have believe 
that European instructors belittle the textbook and not 
depend upon much our American teachers. This 
half-truth which conveys entirely erroneous im- 
pression. Those who have been school abroad and 
have also visited the schools the most advanced Eu- 
ropean countries know that there the textbook the 
basis instruction and thoroughly mastered the 
pupils before the teacher ventures take them into 
broader fields. The textbook and the course study are 
identical until the textbook learned. say 
because Germany the word for study below the uni- 
versity Studieren applies only advanced 
work. European schools profit having the text- 
book the basis the course, how much more could 
such system profit here with our superior American 
textbooks? 

Parenthetically might added here that the past 
years have seen, especially Germany and France, 
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flattering effort the part school authorities 
emulate the quality American textbooks. The German 
commission which visited this country few years ago 
was more impressed with the American textbook than 
with any other phase our educational system except 
the physical equipment the schools library, shop, 
and laboratory. 

Above all things let combine for frontal attack 
the heresy that the teacher ought not dependent 
textbook. Until have individual teachers for 
each pupil, our classroom teachers will forced rely 
the textbook, order able refer all members 
the class once the same passages, and make 
efficient assignments future lessons. France and 
Germany, the practical teacher here will very properly 
continue make the textbook the basis instruction, 
thus giving himself more time devote enriching the 
course out his own knowledge and experience. 

The so-called library method instruction, that is, the 
use number different books members the 
class, confession that the teacher incompetent 
choose the best textbook. stands reason that among 
all the books used the library method there are many 
inferior ones, but there always one best suited the 
work the teacher desires present. This she should take 
the trouble select and adopt, that every pupil the 
class may have the benefit the best available material 
for learning. teacher who incompetent this 
hardly capable giving systematic instruction with the 
so-called library method. 

Why then should educationists try avoid depend- 
ence the textbook, seeking strange and complicated 
ways out their difficulties, when sane and simple 
well-known verse: 


Willst immer weiter schweifen? 
Sieh, das Gute liegt nah! 

Lerne nur das Gliick ergreifen, 
Denn das Gliick ist immer da! 


The suggestion this paper, far from being counsel 
reaction, plea for progress. progress results 
from the multiplication courses study which cannot 
assimilated the pupil. Progress can come only 
these courses are properly represented adequate, con- 
crete means instruction. curriculum writers would 
take the trouble familiarize themselves with the latest 
materials for instruction, they would seldom find neces- 
sary construct new courses study. the present 
time, interesting, accurate, attractive, and up-to-date 
textbooks can found practically every subject 
taught. some individualist feels the urge set before 
his pupils material not found any existing book, 
let him before putting into special course study, 
search his own mind see there was not good reason, 
pedagogic other, why the experienced teachers who 
wrote all the existing textbooks, saw fit omit it. 
can find reason and the matter still seems vital, let 
him then try write it, not into course study, but 
into textbook where can learned. You may 
sure that will not have look far for dependable 
publisher, his material valuable. 

some this suggestion definite course founded 
the textbook might seem recommendation for 
centralized control, such find state uniformity. 
practice the very opposite would the case, because 
local teachers choose the books and thus each city could 
have the textbook and hence the course 
best suited its needs. set teachers know that 
they are not bound separate course study, and 
thus feel free select the books they think will best 
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present the subject, they will secure far better results 
their selection than forced fit the available practical 
books the Procrustean bed of*a theoretical course. 
other words, the recommendation this paper leads 
the choice the best textbooks the teachers who 
will use them, and thus gives the child the best material 
for instruction. 

The recommendation for uniformity between course 
study and textbook equally recommendation 
against state uniformity. recommendation for 
closer contact between teacher and textbook, whereas 


under state uniformity the individual teachers have 
choice the book that they are asked use. 

Most the poor teaching the country comes from 
the unsuccessful efforts well-meaning teachers make 
some excellent textbook fit impossible course study. 
The simple remedy for this difficulty the identification 
the course study with the book which the teacher 
considers best. This only fair the teacher, whom 
falls the brunt the work, and above all profits the 
pupil, who after all should the object our chief 
consideration.

These 
discussions turn feed the Regional Meetings with the 
matter for more extensive discussion and broader han- 
dling. The National Conventions endeavor build the 
personal scholarship and the idealism the librarian, and 
launch such undertakings which need the help the en- 
tire Association for success.

There also Committee 
subject headings which working toward final list 
subjects suitable for Catholic thought.

present the product the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation the Catholic Periodical Index. This Index was 
long planned and finally 1931 put into execution with 
the issuance the volume that covered Catholic peri- 
odicals which were indexed co-operating indexers. 
This indexing was done subject and author with 
exhaustive cross references. represented 315 pages 
two columns each. This was followed another volume 
1932 which covered periodicals according sub- 
ject and author alphabetical arrangement. Since that 
time, the indexing has been continued but the publica- 
tion the work had been suspended due financial 
reasons. But present the indexers under the editor- 
ship Miss Barrows are preparing cumulative volume 
that cover the four years, 1930 1933. This im- 
mense labor will soon the disposal librarians, 
and will mark point definite achievement for the 
Association.

Editor’s Note. Sister Agatha’s paper is a very good example that we 
must begin with a student where he is, in order that he may lead him- 
self by gentle steps where he should go. This is applicable to extra- 
classroom instruction as well as to classroom instruction and in every 
educational level.

Clearly time had been 
wasted needed compromise. 

knew experience the library that the average 
eighth grader has the serial habit. Usually she has been 
initiated into reading through Christmas presents 
cheap sets books which tell, one after the other, what 
happens most unreal girl with amazing pluck and 
spirit. takes year break off this type reader 
from the craving for continued action Field- 
ing” and her associates. 
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The ninth-grade girls want romance simple and un- 
adulterated the most thrilling kind sale. The seniors 
and juniors are open discussion book’s merits; 
they present problem only their sophomore training 
that looks ahead. work then lay principally with the 
sophomores; the could easily handled. 


The Approach 


The best line tackle, felt, was try get into 
the inner circle the readers the sophomore room. 
began confessing that books by, say, Cooper for 
example, might really dry some people; that had 
skip most the letters Helen Keller’s Life type 
biographical reading required; that took long 
time get interested even many books that might 
expect pleasurable, such Janice Meredith and 
Richard Carvel. The pupils thought was 
breaking ice. 

One confession deserves another. The pupils grew con- 
fidential and told what fine story The Barbarian 
Lover was, and what grand characters were all the other 
heroes kin the gentleman this type story. “Well, 
you get list what you like,” said, 

Everybody was interested suggesting “sure 
good book.” The list was completed, and really, was 
not bad. But the best price that could get the 
books was cents copy popular editions. However, 
got all the books suggested, titles, and paid $25.20 
for our first item. 

When the books were delivered, started work 
naturally somebody had see what they were. delved 
into the most startling, romantic plots ever imagined, 
but all harmless except three. These were substituted 
others, and called ourselves $25 debt. 

Meanwhile had thought getting secondhand books. 
old book half worn out picked cheap and 
rebound, lasts much longer than new book. have 
good friend who runs rental library and who deals 
buying and selling used copies. often donates 
when gets bargains not demand his patrons 
(which, course, the only type book that would 
have). “No, haven’t thing fit for reading for young 
people,” said. “You ought know what kind books 
most folks want today.” 

That made more determined than ever that would 
try keep pupils satisfied without going rental 
libraries. For this friend was merely telling honestly 
what nearly all librarians such places know their 
public demands what not decent for youth and 
naturally question concerns only youth. school 
library must necessity follow the same principles laid 
down the classroom. was compelled now give the 
students what they wanted and not what wanted them 
have hoped keep them from going elsewhere 
and their ignorance taking whatever might appeal 
them. 


The Price 


The drugstore price, found out, was cents book 
for three days, and cents day thereafter. All right, 
would pay our bill cents book for two 
weeks. would buy Barbarian Lover and his fellows 
and those who wanted could pay for it. bargain 
now grew into contract. agreed that for every two 
books popular fiction (of the silly, romantic kind) one 
book the list for credit would checked out.

Those interested paying the bill figured that 
book checked out average twenty times would 
need binding.

But get out debt hurry, the pupils decided 
lunch sale were interested, too, getting 
new books. They succeeded getting all the food, and 
cleared $12.50, half our obligation.

The sophomores were discovering that Emerson Hough 
was just good reading Zane Grey, and that stories 
such author Willa Cather could hold attention 
just well the romances Temple Bailey. They 
were not being forbidden too many books; they were 
merely learning distinguish style and developing for 
themselves sense discrimination. Everybody the 
sophomore room was happy. 

Tact was being employed persuade the freshmen 
try something better than serials. Only one trouble with 
the youngest high-school pupils remained. They still 
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wanted mysteries and more mysteries. But one could tell 
the other about Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde, Rinehart’s 
Circular Staircase and The the Baskervilles. 
bought the good old-timers, The House Thou- 
sand Candles and “K.” These least were good Eng- 
lish. all was peace the first two years high 
school. 


Avoiding Pitfalls 


The next problem lay the fact that once sophomores 
are led from the pasture flighty, imaginary romanc- 
ing (as was trying lead them) they are likely, 
juniors and seniors, run into the field realism its 
worst shape. 

was playing with the pupils, supposedly allowing 
have their own way order keep them from 
more sophisticated reading. Was wise? 

High-school pupils, have found, like unreal, foolish 
stories surely, but they want clean fun their unreality. 
made them see their foolishness too early age 
sift the substantial type realism, would not 
driving them take our modern Sinclair Lewis and 
Wells, and their fellows the same type thought 
but poorer expression substitute? spent more 
time talking books class. Seemingly unconscious the 
fact, emphasized any remarks the pupils made 
realistic books that knew were wholesome. For once 
girl likes book her own accord, she can sell 
the class far better than any teacher ever could. 


Measure Success 


One sometimes wonders the good taste high- 
school girls book selection. teacher who willing 
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learn can get far more help than she able give. 
feel that book dull but know that book 
that cultured person should least recognize 
passing acquaintance, honestly admit much the 
pupil who asks about it. She may take out she 
wants to; and proves too boring, return and take 
another the same nickel fee. the pupil discovers 
that she likes the story (and very likely she will since 
she takes her own accord) she can then experience 
the satisfaction appreciating something which the 
teacher admitted was her.” She feels then that she 
able digest more than others who ought the 
standard readers. 

this line you never can tell where you are going. 
Last brother one pupils, rough and 
ready fellow the ninth grade high school, asked 
send him book two, for was laid with 
game leg. chose The Green Murder Case. sent word 
that was keen, that wanted another the same 
author, and also send book about martyrs and the 
old time Van Dine’s story was wrapped 
the same bundle with Callista and with Fabiola. 

There excuse then for driving children who love 
good books frequent places which professedly serve 
adult public with whom school children have nothing 
common. long the book not harmful, give the 
pupils what they want. Once winning their confidence 
believe that you are with them, you may lead them 
want what best. And then very likely when you feel 
that your work has been well done, that you have labored 
all the night, you may expect some cases have 
caught few fish.

These errors 
creep into textbooks often without any intention 
malice the inclusion the misstated facts inter- 
pretations. One could find several textbooks com- 
promising the doctrine the supremacy the 
Pope statement alleged historical facts non- 
Catholic books. The treatment Christ historically 
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often furnishes much desired. The question 
the Reformation, course, offers enormous possibilities 
including partisan statements well misstate- 
ments. 

This examination should apply the first instance 
Catholic textbooks themselves which are not always 
without fault. This particularly true textbooks 
originally written without reference the Catholic 
point view which are subsequently modified show 
Catholic interest. The examination should extend 
the non-Catholic textbooks because, after all, many 
hundreds thousands Catholic children are 
public high schools. And the world view presented 
these textbooks may have serious effects their re- 
ligious beliefs.

Rev. David McAstocker, S.J. 


poet, Horace, has caused scarcely ripple 

literary circles. With the exception two three 
scholarly articles the University Santa Clara 
monthly, little note has been published concerning 
him. The 20th centenary celebration affords teachers 
excellent opportunity review the facts about the great 
Latin poet and his contribution universal literature. 

Quintus Horatius Flaccus (like Homer before him and 
like many poet since his time) had rocky road 
travel early years versifier. But one day Maecenas 
(who was probably one the first our brain-trusters) 
gave one his justly famous dinners for select few 
his Esquiline palace. Agrippa was there; too was the 
Emperor Augustus. And all probability Varus and 
Virgil enjoyed the sumptuous repast also. The talk turned 
promising young poet: certain Quintus Horatius 
Flaccus who was attracting notice. Would Maecenas like 
meet him? Surely! 

The memorable occasion comes around. The short, 
stocky Horace presents himself before the stately patri- 
cian Maecenas. Afterwards Horace gives account 
the interview: “On coming into your presence gave 
utterance few incoherent words for unexplain- 
able shame stopped from saying more. Nine 
months later you sent for again and bade join 
your friendly circle. deem great honor that 
please you, who discern between fair and foul.” 

And now begins that much-discussed friendship be- 
tween the poet and his patron. Cynics have tried (and 
still endeavor) show that Horace was too subservient 
Maecenas; and that Maecenas the other hand used 
Horace further his own glory and prestige. But facts 
not bear out such contention. Maecenas was for 
twenty years the Emperor’s favorite. Though fully aware 
poet’s power, had need curry favor with 
anyone, least all Horace. far historical events 
reveal themselves us, was genuine David and 
Jonathan affection. Horace hints that should like 
little farm among the Sabine Hills; and and behold! 
his patron buys one for him. “This what prayed for! 
plot ground, not too large, where there would 
garden and near the cabin spring ever-flowing 
water. And above these bit woodland.” And Maecenas 
honors his friend coming often this sylvan retreat. 

When Horace hungers for little excitement, 
journeys Rome. Many ride the two take to- 
gether. Seldom they talk politics. But curiosity seek- 
ers those days, like news reporters own, are not 
satisfied. They are forever endeavoring pump Horace 
they now every visitor the White House. Horace, 
however, quite discreet. talked about promising 
young gladiator, about literature; but about politics 

This friendship the two lasted until death. 
Maecenas about breathe his last, mutters 
the Emperor Augustus: “Horacii Flacci mei esto 
Take care Horace you would me!” 

And the very same year Horace himself dies, some 
have thought broken heart.

Purposely have spoken some length the friend- 
ship between Horace and Maecenas; for any one single 
factor will contribute toward revival Latin, will 
realization that people 2000 years ago were deeply 
human; that they valued the higher things life; that 
they drank the joys true friendship, loyal and stead- 
fast the last. 

There were two outstanding poets that era. Virgil 
and Horace. Virgil was fortunate selecting heroic 
theme for his sonorous lines, just Dante and Milton 
did after years. But Horace was the more versatile 
the two. Horace possessed great degree the gift 
imagery. were study the manner which many 
English poet achieved fame and renown close 
following Horace’s imaginative genius well this 
article would never end. Here are few examples taken 
random. 

Pale death with foot impartial knocks the 
poor man’s cottage and the palaces princes. 
Death the line that marks the end all. Buta 
common night awaiteth every man, and Death’s path 
must trodden once for all. those who seek 
for much, much ever lacking. The more man 
denies himself, much the more will receive from 
the gods. stream pure water, woodland 
few acres, and sure trust crop corn bring 
more blessing than the lot the dazzling lord fertile 
Africa, though know not. True worth, that never 
knows ignoble defeat, shines with undimmed glory, nor 
takes not lays aside the axes the fickle mob’s 
behest. hate the uninitiated crowd and keep them 
far away. Observe reverent silence! the Muses’ priest, 
sing for maids and boys songs not heard 
lives happily upon little whose frugal board 
gleams the ancestral salt-dish, and whose soft slumbers 
are not banished fear sordid greed. Why 
strive hard our brief lives for great possessions? 
Better wilt thou live, Licinius, neither always pressing 
out sea nor too closely hugging the dangerous shore 
cautious fear storms. Whoso cherishes the golden 
mean, safely avoids the foulness ill-kept house and 
discreetly, too, avoids palace exciting envy. oftener 
the tall pine shaken the wind; ’tis the lofty towers 
that fall with the heavier crash, and ’tis the tops the 
mountains that the lightning time 
stress show thyself bold and valiant! Yet wisely reef thy 
sails when they are swollen too fair breeze!”

monetary value. Such the material with which this 

paper deals. Much never published 
permanent form; more outlives its use short time; 
all within the purse the most poverty-stricken 
library. This material may grouped under five heads: 
government documents and pamphlets, clippings, pictures, 
maps, and posters.

Government Documents 


general, selected annual reports, bulletins, and some- 
times proceedings are useful. Many these appear the 
form documents issued either the federal state 
governments. inadvisable attempt selection these 
from the thousands listed the complete government 
catalogs. easier and better check the lists the 
special federal and state departments from which pertinent 
material might expected come. Ordinarily the librarian 
should make specialty documents the home state. 
These are best found means the Monthly Checklist 
State Publications put out the United States Superin- 
tendent Documents ($1 year). Two valuable sources for 
finding federal material are: Weekly List Selected United 
States Publications also put out the United States Super- 
intendent Documents sent free request, and from the 
Agriculture Department, postcard list mailed monthly 
request.

Pamphlets 


Although many the government documents are pam- 
phlets, for clarity recording sources, here pamphlet 
considered any publication more than two and less 
than hundred pages, paper cover, published otherwise 
than the government. There are nearly many sources 
for these there are industrial plants, learned societies, 
publishing houses, and public-utility companies, that the 
scope such material unlimited. Probably the most use- 
ful types are the descriptive monographs vocations from 
interested organizations; brochures explaining manufacturing 
processes from industrial firms; illustrated travel literature 
for the geography classes from tourist bureaus and com- 
mercial clubs, handicrafts and ideas for entertaining 
booklets manufacturing concerns; magazines bulletins 
issued more less regular intervals publishers and 


booksellers; brief literary and critical biographies the 


publishers and life insurance companies; and finally, for the 
latest up-to-date information the publishers’ news releases, 
often mimeographed biographies authors, secured for the 
asking. 


Preparation 


Upon their receipt, pamphlets should prepared im- 
mediately for use and not permitted accumulate until their 
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timeliness has vanished. This done first stamping them 
with the ownership mark, recording date received, and assign- 
ing pencil subject heading. For the latter the policy 
the school should followed. Some schools stressing geog- 
raphy have this the main heading order keep all the 
material together, with subheadings individual topics 
canals, roads, etc. Sometimes civics and local history are 
treated similarly. general, unless specific policy the 
above required, the subject headings The Vertical File 
Catalog, Readers’ Guide, Sears’ List Subject Headings, 
the special subject-heading book should followed. See:

This last undoubtedly the best for subjects other than 
religion, since compiled for the purpose and contains 
4,000 main entries from For religious subjects, the 
Catholic Periodical Index seems indispensable standard 
guide. Whatever the scheme followed, there must con- 
sistency insure the best service. Consequently, neces- 
sary either check underline the headings chosen the 
books, writing any divergence; make special subject 
index; type the headings arranging them alphabetically 
sheets which may then posted above near the pamphlet 
file. This last proves very helpful method both 
the librarian and borrowers. The list revised the time 
every month, three months, six months 
the case may be. 

Sometimes “ephemeral book” kept which are 
recorded the author, title, place obtained and price, any, 
each pamphlet. The time consumed such operation 
scarcely justifies its use except the case permanent 
particularly valuable material which one certain wish 
replaced case the original copy lost. 


Treatment 


There are four practical ways treating pamphlets 
order give the best service. these, three are especially 
adapted material temporary value and one that 
permanent worth. 

Vertical File 

The simplest and most widely used method housing 
pamphlets means the vertical file. The drawers may 
divided half lengthwise for pamphlets not more than 
seven inches width. These may stood upright double 
rows. For larger pamphlets, necessary file them broad- 
side. either case the subject heading should appear the 
upper left-hand corner one looks it, for the sake 
uniformity and facility filing. 

Some libraries place all pamphlets manila folders and 
some place them large envelopes. these, the former 
are preferable, but except for pamphlets which are too thin 
stand upright, better for conservation space 
away with the folders entirely. When folders are used, the 
subject heading written the protruding tab. Even 
distribution weight the drawers may had insert- 
ing the Flexi-file put out the Gaylord Company, which 
consists cloth stretched over wire and corrugated 
form small compartments each which several 
pamphlets folders fit. 

The pamphlets may arranged the file either alphabeti- 
cally subject according class. Since the latter 
confusing unless one very familiar with the classification 
scheme unless the pamphlets themselves are classified bear- 
ing their respective numbers, far more difficult use 
than the dictionary method and impractical for students. 
desired, whole classes material may kept together under 
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the alphabetical arrangement suggested the case 
geography using the same main heading all, subdivid- 
ing country, physical features, etc. 

Cross references are frequently necessary order keep 
the file up-to-date and consistent. “See” references are 
entered heavy sheets paper tagboard the size the 
pamphlets and inserted where logical. “See also” references 
may entered the folders, where these are used, 
the pamphlets themselves space permits the covers. 
Pamphlet Boxes 

second method caring for pamphlets consists plac- 
ing them boxes. These may marked subject; 
letters the alphabet, which case pamphlets several 
subjects may filed one box; figure when the 
pamphlets are numbered serially. The boxes may either stand 
together special pamphlet shelves scattered through- 
out the book collection nearest and following the books 
the special subject which they treat. Obviously, where 
shelf space plentiful and funds low for investment 
vertical file, this method has its advantages. Also pamphlets 
shelves are more likely used than those stored away 
drawers. However, the time consumed classifying them, 
they are distributed among the books properly, and 
keeping them order makes this scheme bit extrav- 
agant for adoption schools. 

Pigeon Hole 

The third method dealing with pamphlets 
arrangement. This comprises rows shelves 
partitioned into six-inch widths. Care should taken 
have the partitions thin practicable utilize 
the most possible space for holders. Each pigeon hole 
labeled below either with the inclusive subjects the alphabet 
arranged permit the insertion any new material 
without destroying the alphabetical order the subject 
headings. The pamphlets stand upright and have the added 
advantage showing their titles should these printed 
their backs. Next the vertical file, this the simplest 
arrangements, consuming minimum space. Any small 
annexed room best for this “pamphlet department” over 
which student help may preside, aiding pupil inquirers and 
keeping the pamphlets order. Sometimes the magazines are 
also stored this section with separate compartments for 
them. This has the advantage drawing attention the 
pamphlets and encouraging interest them the part 
those who already are lovers and researchers the 
periodicals. 

Treating Books 

The fourth method treatment primarily for those 
pamphlets only, which are such importance warrant 
their permanent retention. When this the case, better 
provide substantial cover, and catalog and shelve 
them with the books, rather than run the risk losing them 
too easily, having the trouble replacing them 
because wear and tear harder usage than their original 
frailty permits. Treating pamphlets books may assume 
three forms; encasing them Gaylord binders; using the 
flush-cut binding; regular binding. the first two cases 
each pamphlet becomes separate book; the last several 
pamphlets the same subject make average-sized 
volume. one these bindings should employed ex- 
clusively. Judgment required decide the probable 
demand, permanency value, etc. Where pamphlets 
certain subjects are demand several students the 
same time, advisable treat them separates and not 
bind them together. The average high school will find the 
first two bindings more practical for ordinary purposes and 
less expensive since student help can employed 
the work. 


Charging 

All cataloged pamphlets are charged the same way 
books. For all uncataloged pamphlets, sufficient use 
card made cheap tagboard the same size the book 
cards, upon which recorded one end the subject and 
number pamphlets borrowed. Both sides the two ends 
the card may utilized successively measure 
economy. The card may either filed with the book cards 
under date due put separate pamphlet and picture 
card file. the case very thin pamphlets, when more 


than one taken out one time, well inclose them 
envelope marking the subject, number, and date due, 
reminder the borrower and means keeping 
them clean. Old catalog envelopes received the mail are 
best used this way.

Clippings 

The librarian should sparing the matter clippings, 
since these require time prepare for use, and space store. 
general, only those which contribute topics not likely 
found other form, which demand attention upon 
appearance print and whose value gauged the im- 
mediate present, should handled. Such are items local 
history and geography, contemporary biography, current 
topics economics and general science for debating and oral 
English classes, and community civics. Among 
sources for such news are newspapers, magazines, and worn- 
out books. Duplicate copies magazines can often secured 
from interested pupils and friends. School and church papers 
not indexed Readers’ Guide can usually conveniently 
had for the asking. Some the periodicals furnishing the 
finest material are the Literary Digest, McClure’s, Mentor, 
and National Geographic. addition there are short sketches 
modern authors found the publishers’ supplement the 
Readers’ Guide and the Cumulative Book Index. These may 
clipped and mounted for the file. 
Preparation 

Each clipping should dated and the source recorded. 
Those only passing value may placed manila folders 
marked with the subject heading and filed back the 
pamphlets the same subject, they may retained 
separate clipping file. The items should folded little 
possible. For those more permanent value, different 
treatment required for their preservation. Mounting them 
the discarded paper from the typing department proves 
very economical. clippings are small, several the same 
subject may mounted single sheet. several sheets 
accumulate the same subject, well keep them 
hinged together means U-File-M holders.

Pictures 


Ever since education has been stressing visual aids the 
acquisition knowledge and means motivation 
learning, the picture collection has assumed prime importance 
the school library. Like the pamphlet collection, there 
subject untouched here, and none which not made 
clearer illustration print. The energetic librarian 
will make use every source mentioned connection with 
clippings, and more besides. Illustrative material for the 
classes geography and history may obtained from the 
National Geographic, Asia, and Travel magazines. For art 
work the Mentor, Ladies’ Home Journal, Pictorial Review, 
and Woman’s Home Companion furnish good material. The 
pictures the New York Times rotogravure section are often 
excellent, also those the supplements other large news- 
papers. Then there are the illustrated railroad folders, manu- 
facturers’ monographs, calendars, and post cards which furnish 
abundant material little expense. 

Preparation 

All should kept the vertical file manila folders 
marked with the subject, until mounted. Some the material, 
such book jackets and schemes for bulletin boards made 
several units, may never require mounting. For the most 
part, however, better mount all that may useful, 
pictures quickly become tattered with handling. 

Before mounting, advisable accession each one, 
recording, far possible, the author, title, source, and, 
purchased, the cost. This insures against hopeless loss, since 
gives the key replacement. 

The mounts should uniform size and fit the drawers. 
Two sizes, one for the larger and one for the smaller pictures, 
can determined upon. These may filed separately 
the case large and small pamphlets; one set standing 
end double rows the vertical file, the other filed 
broadside. look best gray mounts; 
sepia and colored pictures look well brown. Care must 
exercised secure mounts that are the same time light 
weight and durable. Heavy cardboard should avoided 
for this reason. “dog ears” badly and takes too much 
Regular mounting and poster paper expensive. 


Perhaps the least expensive and best all-round mount made 
from cover paper used for pamphlet and catalog covers. 
comes grays and browns sheets inches. These 
may cut without waste into four standard-sized mounts 
inches. thin liquid paste spread completely 
over the back the picture when mounting insures stability, 
the picture then will not tear rip with handling. When 
mounting, the picture should put press till thoroughly 
dry prevent warping.

The picture file requires different set headings from 
the pamphlet file.

the headings used can checked and any innovations 
recorded. this way consistency will maintained. Many 
school libraries arrange art schools with the artist 
subheading; architecture style; and geography coun- 
tries with the subdivisions: state, mountains, rivers, 
castles, customs, etc. The heading printed large letters 
the back the mount the upper left-hand corner. 
printed note sometimes necessary and always useful. The 
ownership stamp and accession number are better put 
the center. All are filed alphabetically subject. Type- 
written sheets with the subject headings arranged alphabeti- 
cally are very useful placed above near the file. “See” 
and “See also” cards similar those the pamphlet file 
are essential for efficient service. 
Charging 

The same system charging used for pictures for 
pamphlets and clippings with the addition the accession 
numbers recorded the card held the library. When 
pictures are lent classrooms for long time, advisable 
inclose each isinglass holder insure cleanliness. 
This type holder may obtained from the Gaylord Com- 
pany the regular picture size.

Maps 

Every school needs more maps than the classrooms possess. 
The wide-awake librarian can invaluable aid this 
respect. Without spending money purchase, she may secure 
useful general maps from the government; aerial, historical, 
industrial, and pictorial maps color from local Chamber 
Commerce and clipped from magazines and discarded 
books; star maps adequate for school purposes from popular 
texts astronomy star atlas clipped from 
magazine like Nature. Railroad maps issued folders may 
also obtained from railroad companies, well road 
maps from tourist bureaus and automobile associations. 
occasional ground plan cathedral other famous build- 
ing, modest collection floor plans clipped from maga- 
zines, may prove useful classes architectural drawing 
and domestic science. Teachers who travel during the summer 
might induced pick maps abroad for little nothing.

Value This Service 


conclusion, let the librarian realize that the value her 
library depends not much upon her book collection 
upon the material emphasized this article. Books can 
usually replaced; not the fugitive material. supple- 
ments education many cases where books cannot and the 
librarian will accounted efficient insofar she can supply 
promptly, the least cost, timely and out-of-the-way mate- 
rial. Such efficiency necessitates discrimination selecting 


students. The librarian’s decision will based primarily 
upon her acquaintance with the courses offered, upon the 
trend and emphasis education itself, and especially upon 
her previous experience concerning the needs and demands 
teachers and pupils. Precious space must not wasted 
the accumulation useless material. 

Furthermore, the system storage and treatment impor- 
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tant. must first all elastic, since new material 
constantly added; must simple and easily used, that 
teachers and students may not entirely dependent upon 
the librarian; must able stand hard usage, conserve 
space, and inexpensive. one system fulfills these require- 
ments better than the vertical file, though combination 
several plans would ideal.

Can you outline nature 
shelf that will help both and our pupils?” 

teacher’s needs, course, come first. she 
inspire children with love and knowledge nature, she 
must equipped with plan, goal, and adequate knowl- 
edge. Most vital these, perhaps, the only 
choosing one that high can she keep her instruction 
nature study from being more than course.” 

she has such goal, very well; she hasn’t, she will 
find one ready-made Child and Universe, Bertha 
Stevens (John Day, $3.75), probably the most moving and 
beautiful book nature teaching written this century. 
The Catholic teacher undoubtedly can reinforce Miss Stevens’ 
emphasis nature relationship esthetics and ideals, 
her secular colleague hardly may do. 

For plans there are many books. Child and Universe 
provides one; Mann and Hastings’ Outdoors gives another, 
supported much compact information. For parents who 
doubt the values nature study and the pleasure 
derived from it, the teacher should ready recommend 
two books Raymond Fuller: The Doorway Nature and 
Walk, Look, and Listen (John Day, $2.50 each). 

Knowledge the teacher already has, and array 
popular reference volumes will enlarge it. Most public library 
shelves hold the Nature Library, House’s Wild Flowers, the 
Nature Lover’s Library, and Ditmars’ Reptiles the World, 
well books birds, earth history, and mammals. Being 
comparatively costly, they should bought for the school 
library only repeated use demands them. 

excellent introduction plants and animals commonly 
encountered provided Fisher’s Nature Secrets (Uni- 
versity Society, vols., $1.50 each). This work part 
series that indispensable the scout club leader, 
but Nature Secrets will suffice for most schools. 

good juvenile book botany McGill’s Garden the 
Earth (Follett, $1), clever and well-illustrated account 
essential functions plant life. There also much botany 
Disraeli’s Seeing the Unseen (John Day, $2), child’s 
book microscopy which well illustrated that the 
microscope not essential. 

Insects may seen, collected, reared with greater ease 
than most other animals. Lutz gives fine introduction 
them the Field Book Insects (Putnam, $3.50), while 
there are some delightful biographies Edith Patch’s 
Hexapod Stories (Atlantic, $1.25) and her Holiday books 
(Macmillan, each). fine little book Life 
Pond and Stream (Oxford University, cents) has been 
written the Duncans. Marine life, from seaweeds birds, 
appears Holiday Shore Patch and Fenton (Macmillan, 
$2); for obvious reasons dare give opinion its quality. 

Probably the best book fishes Mellen’s Young Folks’ 
Book Fishes (Dodd, Mead, $2), though there are beauti- 
ful pictures exotic types Strange Fishes and Their 
Strange Neighbors, Kearney (Doubleday, $1.25). have 
found good juvenile volume reptiles, Robinson’s 
Animals the Sun being spoiled crude pictures (Harpers, 
$2). But Wagtail Gall and Crew (Oxford University,

few nature stories which animal characters speak, yet seem 
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true life. Perhaps the secret lies the fact that Wagtail 
talks very small child.

How keep the bright pupils interested their advan- 
tage during the necessary reviews always serious problem 
the teacher. Such pupils know the work covered, and the 
more ambitious among them resent being kept waiting for 
the slower ones. Special assignments done during class 
recitation cannot properly supervised the teacher, there- 
fore desirable that the work reviews meet individual 
capabilities. The following device for reviewing the social 
studies has been found attract and retain interest. 

After topic has been studied and drilled on, the teacher 
assigns certain groups prepare riddles about it. Each riddle 
should contain three items information (preferably the im- 
portant characteristics) the subject. the recitation 
period each pupil who has prepared riddle stands before the 
class, reads his riddle, and calls some child answer it. 

When the riddles assigned have been given and solved, 
volunteers may called for. Most the volunteers will 
the brighter pupils who are thus given chance exercise 
their power recalling facts quickly and expressing these 
facts good sentences.

IDEALS MODERN YOUTH 


attempt learn what are the ideals youth, Mr. Donald 
Adolph, teacher New York City, submitted questionnaire 
168 girls and 170 boys, seniors one the city high schools. 
The questionnaire submitted list eight so-called ideals 
natural objectives which people are supposed desire; namely, 
wisdom, service, wealth, physical fitness, likability, popularity, 
appreciation beauty, and fame eminence. The students were 
asked number these “ideals” from one eight the order 
their desirability. 

The choice these objectives made boys placed physical 
fitness, wisdom, and likability the upper division; service and 
wealth the middle; and fame, appreciation beauty, and 
popularity the lower. The girls placed physical fitness, wisdom, 
and likability the upper division; servicé the middle; and 
appreciation beauty, wealth, popularity, and fame eminence 

The most remarkable revelation was that physical fitness re- 
ceived more than twice the number votes for any other “ideal” 
and per cent the total number notes. Wisdom, however, 
received the second highest number votes. Likability and 
service came third and fourth. 

Commenting this situation, Mr. Adolph says:

Educational Association

The thirty-second annual meeting the National Catholic 
Educational Association was held Chicago, Illinois, during the 
week after Easter, April 23, 24, and 25. The time the meeting 
unusual but had the advantage for the college members 
and those attending summer schools, that did not interfere with 
the first week summer schools. For many Sisters had also 
the advantage not interfering with retreats. 

were very active meetings the college, seminary, high 
school, and diocesan superintendents’ sections. The scheduled 
separate meetings the women’s college and the graduate- 
school deans were not held but were combined into single 
meeting all colleges. 

There was meeting the parish section but this section 
hereafter will under the guidance the diocesan superin- 
tendent’s section. The direction the policies the parish schools 
largely the hands the diocesan superintendent, and this 
natural grouping. The proposal that the high schools should 
similarly organized was not carried through. The presence 
the number religious orders priests and brothers, wider 
scope than the dioceses, was the basis the continued separate 
organization the secondary-school department, which was only 
short time ago part the college department. The proposal 
the Committee Graduate Schools organize separate 
department was withdrawn during the discussion favor the 
present organization section. Ultimately will necessary 
organize graduate-school department because the critical 
nature the problems this special field, and because the 
imperative need face frankly the difficulties the present 
situation. 

One the most pleasant and the same time most stimulat- 
ing the meetings the Association was the one held Wednes- 
day evening the Stevens Hotel which the Honorable Thomas 
Woodlock, the associate editor the Wall Street Journal, and 
former Interstate Commerce Commissioner presented paper 
“The Mind the Church and the Great Insolvency.” The 
paper indicated what may expected well-informed layman 
who understands the history the Church, the proper spirit 
history, and acquainted with philosophy. The speech had signi- 
ficant lessons for our teaching history and philosophy Cath- 
olic schools. “It the way such things should be.” raised 
spontaneously, and under the gentle stimulation the chair- 
man, Bishop Howard, what was probably the best discussion 
the whole convention. 

The Seminary department discussed many aspects its work: 
the decree “Quam Ingeus,” the apportionment and use study 
time, the seminary school spiritual life, the teaching 
moral theology, and the seminarian’s vocation. Especially signi- 
ficant the discussion growing out these topics was the 
animated interchange views the elimination students 
unfitted for the priesthood. 

The secondary-school department discussed the parent-teacher 
organization, the question business training the high-school 
level, the need for physical training the Catholic high school, 
the Legion Decency, and reorganized courses religion. These 
meetings were quite well attended and judging particularly from 
the discussions the hall, afterwards, must have been quite 
animated. The superintendents discussed the problems the high 
school, the rural schools, and the elementary schools. Courses 
study and the educational efficiency the high schools were 
considered. The diocesan organization well the pastor’s 
the parish school was discussion particularly stimulat- 
ing. The same discussion the problems pastors very great 
desideratum, and fortunately this problem was also included 
the discussions the superintendent’s section. More detailed 
comment these papers will given elsewhere, and ex- 
pected that some the papers will published. 

Probably the department about which there was the most stir 
was the College Department. Four committees had been work 
during the year and were evidently very active. There was 
the Educational Policy and Program Committee, the College 
Accreditation Committee, the Organization Committee, and the 
Financing the Catholic College Committee. The Committee 
Financing reported progress and evidently conducting quite 
extensive survey the financial situation. The Committee 
Policy and Program presented well-considered discussions the 
aim the Catholic college, and proposed curriculum which 
aroused considerable discussion. The problem Latin specific 
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requirement for the A.B. degree accordance with traditional 
practice, was discussed from many angles, and the Committee was 
continued under Father McGucken continue its studies. The 
College Accreditation Committee presented comprehensive report 
the problem with proposal for independent accrediting 
high level the National Catholic Educational Association it- 
self. proposed series educational policies basis for dis- 
cussion. The program accreditation which presented was 
based educational procedure rather than merely 
judicial one, and emphasized educational rather than merely 
physical financial facts. order keep the Catholic accredit- 
ing independent basis and not make subordinate any 
regional agency, and moreover assure distinctly Catholic 
accrediting for the whole country, the proposal was made that 
the secretary the Accreditation Committee should 
way connected with the accrediting activities any non-Cath- 
olic organization. This resulted the rare act roll call. 
result this roll call, the independent Catholic accreditation 
program under the general supervision person not affiliated 
with any regional any non-Catholic accrediting body, was 
carried. 

very active committee Organization under Father Stanford 
Villanova College presented report organization the 
basis regional grouping colleges which would still keep the 
national association dominant, but for local purposes regional 
organizations would formed. This would consist four the 
United States. committee By-laws was appointed carry 
through the substance the recommendations the committee. 
Presumably some action the general body will essential 
before this final program put into effect. 

The special meeting called graduate deans 
into general meeting. Dean Deferrari the Catholic University 
presented some facts regarding the general situation and the needs 
Catholic graduate schools, particularly their relation Cath- 
olic colleges. This caused some animated discussion. 

There was separate meeting the colleges for women 
the colleges for men. Two papers guidance intended for the 
colleges for women were read before the whole group. 

Resolutions obedience the Holy Father, and apprecia- 
tion the Cardinal Archbishop Chicago, were passed. Resolu- 
tions given elsewhere this paper were passed peace educa- 
tion, the significance the parent and the home education, 
aid Catholic schools the emergency, and one emphasizing 
the Americanization the Catholic school.

THE DEPARTMENT SUPERINTENDENCE 
Francis Crowley, Ph.D. 


The diocesan superintendents’ section the Association was 
reorganized into the department superintendence. The meet- 
ings this department were especially enthusiastic. 

Father Edward Gorman, superintendent schools Fall 
River, presented rather extended account the problems and 
difficulties experienced new superintendent putting schools 
diocesan basis. counseled caution the part the new 
appointees putting into effect the various steps decided for 
the improvement the instructional administrative organiza- 
tion schools any given jurisdiction. outlined various 
devices which had employed securing uniformity records, 
examinations, and teacher-training programs. Father Gorman felt 
that the chief responsibility the superintendent was lifting the 
standard teacher training his jurisdiction, using every possible 
means, such extension courses, summer-school programs, 
demonstration teaching and supervision, reach this objective. 
the discussion was shown that there vast difference be- 
tween the east and middle west with respect the relations which 
exist between public- and Catholic-school officials. other 
words, there less the mandatory type legislation effect 
the east and more the element compulsion present 
the regulation state departments education the middle 
west. 

Father Joseph Ostdick, superintendent schools Omaha, 
presented paper, “How Can Improve the Efficiency Our 
Rural Schools?” which deplored the fact that adequate 
provision not made the present time for the needs students 
Catholic rural schools, that the curriculum practically the 
same that used Catholic urban schools. Not enough attention 
paid rural economics, agriculture, soils, crops, and rural 
experiences, due part lack recognition the importance 
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providing such materials and experiences and again through 
lack teaching personnel properly trained for service rural 
districts. his contention that the time schedule typical 
urban school practically useless rural districts because the 
availability only one two teachers for the entire range 
grades. The rural teacher must learn provide for grade and 
subject combinations and for the alternation subjects order 
efficient work small school. Schools education, 
teacher-training institutions, and departments education 
colleges and universities are not providing this type instruction 
the present time. the discussion the question was raised 
whether there any real difference between the curriculum 
the rural and the urban school. other words, 
matter administration rather than difference subject matte: 
experience. Again, some felt that the problem the 
school was still more involved because the tendency 
uates rural schools transfer urban districts later life 
Thus the rural school would obliged provide training for 
both urban and rural life. The feeling was general that more 
attention can given rural schools controlled the 
but there was degree unanimity opinion with regard 
the type the curriculum general program which 
make the rural school more efficient. 

Father Thomas O’Brien, St. Jarlot’s Church, Chicago, read 
outstanding paper the relations which should exist between 
the pastor and the Sisters the parish school. showed sym- 
pathetic understanding the problems faced superintendents 
and gave them full credit for the marked improvement educa- 
tional standards during the past decade. maintained that the 
pastor not trained schoolman, should accede all school 
matters the wishes the Sister principal the diocesan super- 
intendent. Perhaps too much being done our schools for our 
students the direction providing health inspection, free text- 
books, free lunches, and other special services which tend 
weaken the student’s sense responsibility and 
obligation. Again, must assume critical attitude with regard 
our school program far religious instruction might 
concerned, striving all times have the rather abstract teach- 
ings the classroom carried over into life activities. need 
great deal this score before can satisfied with 
results. 

Father Paul Campbell, superintendent the schools 
Pittsburgh, discussed the problem organizing satisfactory 
course study for typical Catholic high school, pointing out 
the need for proper balance between academic and vocational 
industrial courses. felt, did many more the super- 
intendents, that the interests the great body students our 
Catholic high schools; that is, the per cent more who will 
not attend college, should not sacrificed order care for 
the instructional needs the college preparatory group, usually 
constituting only per cent the enrollment any given 
Catholic high school. 

Father Harold Keller, superintendent schools Harris- 
burg, presented report the educational efficiency Cath- 
olic high schools the State Pennsylvania, drawing mate- 
rials which had been collected statewide committee 
diocesan superintendents functioning under the auspices the 
Catholic Educational Association Pennsylvania. The materials 
for Father Keller’s report were drawn from the summaries pre- 
sented the last three annual reports published the Catholic 
scholastic records established Pennsylvania Catholic high-school 
graduates state, Catholic, and non-Catholic institutions 
Pennsylvania and other states showed that greater care would 
have exercised principals certifying high-school grad- 
uates colleges and universities and grading students enrolled 
college preparatory courses, since many cases the students 
did not rank the freshman class high percentile group 
would have been expected the high-school record the 
student were taken basis prediction.

Ada Hart Arlitt, Ph.D. Cloth, 260 pp. $2.25. American 
Book Company, New York City. 

Miss Arlitt’s Psychology Infancy and Early Childhood has 
made her well and favorably known psychological circles. Her 
later book Adolescence will add her reputation.

The Catholic High-School Principal 
Francis Crowley. Cloth, 278 pp. $2.50. The Bruce Pub- 
lishing Company, Milwaukee, Wis. 


Dr. Crowley, dean the School Education St. Louis 
University and former director the bureau education the 
N.C.W.C. presents this book the careful analysis study 
the, training, experience, and responsibilities principals 
Catholic high schools, and compares and correlates his findings 
with those two other educators who have made similar studies 
the public-school field. 

The author finds that principals Catholic high schools com- 
pare quite favorably with those public schools the matter 
academic preparation, age, and experience, often having the 
advantage. And they often have more authority administrative 
matters than other principals; but, the whole, common with 
other principals, their authority not great should be. 

The purpose the study, however, was not merely make 
comparisons, but point the way toward greater professional- 
ization the principalship. The recommendations given with the 
information supplied large number principals Catholic 
high schools has resulted many definite statements improve- 
ments sought and the means realize them. One notable 
recommendation that the customary nominal salary paid 
religious communities for the services their teachers increased 
somewhat the case the principal order help the com- 
munities defray the greater expense preparing members for 
principalships. 

Presenting the Angels 

Sister Mary Paula, S.N.D. Cloth, 121 pp. $1.50. Benziger 
Brothers, New York City.
